before using it has been issued

Colonel Edward Martin, State Com­ 
missioner of Health, in view of the 
dangers from polluted water on ac­ 
count of the prolonged drought. 
In his warning Colonel Martin said: 
“Wells and springs noted as never- 
failing sources of water supply are 
going dry. 
This means that many 
families are forced to use water from 
untested sources, w'hich may be pol­ 
luted with the typhoid fever or dysen­ 
tery germs. 
“When the rains arrive they may 
wash 
accumulated 
impurities 
into 
wells and springs, so do not stop boil­ 
ing the water as soon as the regular 
supply id replenished.
